He 
wore red, white and blue striped trousers 
nnd a coat made of flags. As he entered 
a saloon he crowded against llomer Ba- 
ker and was struck in the mouth. He 
struck back with a heavy cane and the 
latter cut Campbell in the left groin, 
severing an artery. The man died in his 
strange costume in the saloon. Baker 
fled to "Wyandotte. Tliia morning he 
learned from the papers that Campbell 
was dead, and securing a revolver he 
Shot himself in tbo head and died in 
two hours.

They are all right, 


Oakland Authorities Clash With

OAKLAND, July 6.—'flic opposition 


ferry service lietuwn this city and 
Francisco waa the cause of a serious 
clash lictwcen the authorities of Oak- 
land and the Southern Pacific Company 
tonight.

front, but without success. 


The Southern Pacific had possession 


of tho water front, streets and avenues 
leading thereto, and by ita actions indi- 
cated that it proposed to keep it. 


This afternoon Mayor I'ardee con- 


cluded that the situation called for un- 
usual meiisures. He instructed Street 
Superintendent Harrison to remove the 
fences, gate and buildings, ami to clear 
a way to the water front. 


The street uuneruituiulent recruited 


his force, and accompanied by the chief 
of police nnd ft strong guard und the 
central city council, proceeded lo the 
foot of Itroadway where thuy went lo 
removing the obstruction, 


There was no objet-tion on the part of 


the railroad company, which seemed to

ALIBI. 


Did They Murder WUlard S Good

Yesterday afternoon Sidney Jones wa 


arraigned before Justice Austin on th 
charge of having helped to murder Wil 
lard Good at Tarpey last October. 


He was informed of his rights 


having pleaded not guilty the examina 
tion was set for Monday afternoon, ai 
Jones wag remanded to jail. 


At the jail Mrs. James made :i ver 


non-committal statement with regard t< 
the matter. She was married to Jamei 
last September by a contract drawn nj. 
by a notary public, and entered into in 
the presence of witness. 


At the time of the marriage she was 


not quite 15 years of ago and for th is rea 
son her mother opposed it at the time 
but was reconciled to it afterwards. She 
is a tall slender young woman with 
small face and short hair. 


Since the incarceration of her hus- 


band on various charges ranging fron 
petty larceny to murder, her conduct 
has not been such as Ctcsar demandec 
Of his wife. In fart, her arrest for vag- 
rancy was made to prevent her from 
leading her little sister-astray, coupled 
With, charges of lowdness. 


She still maintains the story, genei 


ally, that she accompanied James and 
Fpfles to a point on the railroad near 
Tarney, and held the team while they 
went 10 rob the store. 


Jones, on the other hand, maintains 
bat the story is a fabrication made up 
ind put in her mouth by eome design- 
njr person for some purpose other than 
a desire to punish Good's murderer. 


He claims that he left Fresno on Octo- 
«r 4th, two days before the murder of 
lood, and that the statement that he 
•ver was at Tarpey on either of tlie al- 
eged trips IB erroneous, as he was never 
here and does not know where the 
dace ie. 
lira. James' confession corroborates 
hat of her husband with the exception 
bat he never mentioned that she was of 
he party that went to Tarpey to rob 
.he store. No opinion can be formed of 
be merits of tlie charge until the exam- 
nation is had next Monday afternoon. 
The numerous confessions, charges, 
tatements, counter charges and recon- 
essionfl. eminatinjf from the several 
members of the Jamea-DiUwoo<i coterie, 
while they have led to numerous ar- 
eets, have by no means tended to clear 
ip matters. However it is plain that 
he right parties are in hoc since the 
:epredations with which they are 
barged have ceased since their'incar- 
ceration. 


Their several confessions and state- 


ments cannot be reconciled, but one 
would not be far out of the way should 
hey give credence to all the charges 
made by each of them against tho others, 
tiato be hoped that the mystery of 
iood's death may be cleared up, and it 
B plain that some of these people know 
ust who struck the cruel blow.

NO ILLEGAL COXDITT PROVE 


The Contestant Fails to Establish 


Single Point Against 


Judge Gray, in rendering his det-isio 


in the contested election case of B. 1 
Alford vs. Jo-k-i.h Spinney, wherein tli 
contestant sought to oust Spinney froi 
the position of city trustee, Judge Gru 
of Visalia entered fully into the merit 
of the case and considered all the issue 
involved. 


The court said: It seems this 


suit to maintain this contest on ... 
grounds, or for two reasons. H is cot 
tended on the part of the routestiu 
that the contestee is not entitled to th 
office for the reason, 


First. That precinct Nine should li_ 


thrown out for misconduct and irregu 
larity on the part of the election oil* 
cers, and being so thrown out, it woul 
leave the contestee with less than 
majority of all the votes polled. 


Second. It is contended that th 


coutestee was guilty of certain miscou 
duct, acts in violation of the. shitut 
controlling the matter of elections. 


KO MISCONDUCT SHOWN*. 


Xow, it seems to me, there is no mis- 


conduct shown hero at all on the part o 
the otlicers of election. It is not miscon 
duct on the part of officers of election t 
permit people to vote who are not ent' 
tied to vote unless they know of tha 
fact. For instance, if *a person come 
up, gives his name and his number on 
the register and he chances to be regia 
tered in the precinct where he is voting 
that is as far as the oflicers are warrant 
ed in inquiring about the matter unlea 
hia vote is challenged. 


And even though he may have mov 


ed awav from the precinct and not to Ik. 
entitled to vote at all, unless it is ealle{ 
to the attention of the election officer? 
they are guilty of no imsixraduct in per 
mitting him to vote. 
They would be 


guilty of misconduct if on the challenge 
it was shown he was not entitled to votf 
and they permitted him to vote, 
they permitted people to vofe who were 
not on the register at all. 


WHAT MiscoxDirirr is. 


In that event they would be guilty o 


misconduct, and that is the kind of mis 
conduct that might lead a court to saj 
that a whole precinct should be thrown 
out, for the reason that through the mis 
conduct of the election oflicers illega 
votes were permitted to be east. I do 
not think that in any case a whole pre 
:inct should be thrown out shuplv on 
;he ground that illegal votes were cast 
That must kc connected with miscon- 
duct on the purl of t'1? election oncers. 


But suppose rlini to be the tnta rulo, 


th*it where it is shown that over half tin 
votes of a very large number of vote:, 
rolled in a precinct are illegal and thai 
ihat fact itself ought to lead a court to 
the conclusion that the election officers 
were guilty of misconduct and ought to 
ead the court, to throw the vote of the 
trecihct out, still 1 do not believe it 
Icarlv appears hero that anv illegal 
•oles were cast. 


NEGATIVE EVIDENCE IN 


It is contended that the illegality of 
he votes consisted in the fact that many 


the voters were non-residents, did 


not have the right to vote in that pre- 
inct. The position is sought to be sus- 
ained by the evidence of two residents 
3f that precinct who have lived there, a 
i—0.+z~.v «..,a-pe=umauiy-KnOW inosfot 
be residents 01 that precinct. 
They testify, it is true, when names 


ire read over to them, with reference to 
ometbhig like eighteen or twenty, 1 
on't know hut two dozen names, that 
he bearers of those names were not resi- 
ents of that precinct. Sometimes they 
would say: '1 never heard of any such 
man in the precinct I don't know of 
ny such man in the precinct and if he 
lad been there I think T would have 
nown him.' 
Now that evidence is 


•ather weak. It ia what is called nega- 
ive evidence. A man may not know 
fact and still it may exist. Standing 
lone, it is hardly sufficient to base a 
ecrce of court on, even in a civil case. 


SPASMODIC MEMORIES. 


But when these witnesses are asked 
bout particular persons whom they 
ive known there, and asked about the 
me they came into the precinct, they 
ivariably state that they came there 
ust about thirty days before election. 
Well, now, I understand that this is 
!I that the law requires, is a residence 
i a precinct or ward of thirty days 
rior to the election. Hut it is conttmd- 
d they were not residents because they i 
ime there for the purpose of voting, I 
iid the court is askea to draw the con- 
usion that they came there for the 
urpose of voting because they got there 
ist a little upward of thirty days before 
ie election, and left immediately after 
ection. 


WORKINGMEX VOTKU.

As to $10 of it, the eun- 
testee admits he paid the money, but 
under different circumstances than those 
related by White, stating that White 
came to him telling him his wile was 
sick, that he was hard up and that lie 
needed $10 to buy his wife medicine. 


This testimony of the contestee con-

That corroborates the statement of the 


contestee and tends to cast doubt and 
discredit upon the further statement of 
White as to tlie other $20.

not sufficient evidence upon that prop- 
osition. 


Tlie testimony of an accomplice dis-

The best possible clear explanation is 
that the real and absolute security for 
government money is simply the power 
of the government to collect it in taxes.

sued saiely, because taxes paid in ia the 
ringing out or checking out of the out- 
standing account. In other words, taxes 
are tlie r clearing-house of the nation. 
Thus you see that while the people may 
have vast wealth or resources, if the 
government cnnhot collect taxes it can- 
not pay out money, 


'Another very muddy stream to many 


is made by not distinguishing between 
authorized money and legal 
tender 


money. National bank notes and silver 
or their certificates are both simply au- 
thorized money, and it is not compul- 
sory to take them for debt Gold and 
greenbacks are legal tender, and you 
must accept them in payment of debt. 


The foregoing questions should be 


studied carefully until they can be un- 
derstood; in fact, no one is very well 
prepared to vote on those measures 
until they can at least understand these 
basic facts about money.

AVAsniNorox, June 30.—At (i o'clock 


this evening the following proclamation 
was issued: 


"EiscimvE MANSION, WASHINGTON, 


June 30. 


"Whereas, Distrust and apprehension 


•concerning the financial situation which 


has pervaded all business circles has al- 
ready caused great loss and damage to 
our people and threatens to cripple our 
merchants, stop the wheels of manu- 
facture, bring distress and privation to 
our farmers, and withhold from our 
nwkingmen the wages of labor; and 


"Whereas,The present perilous condi- 


tion is largely the result of a financial 
policy -which the executive branch of 
the government finds embodied in un- 
wise laws which must he executed until 
repealed by congress; now, therefore, 


"I, Grover Cleveland, President of the 


United States, in the performance of a 
*--onstJtutional duty, do by this proclama- 
tion declare that extraordinary occasion 
requires the convening of both houses of 
congress of the United States at the 
capitol, in the city of Washington on 
the 7th day of August next, nt lii o'clock 
noon, to the end that the people may 
be relieved through legislation from the 
present and impending danger and dis- 
tress, 


"All those entitled to act as members 


of the Fifty-third congress are required 
to take notice of tins proclamation and 
attend at ttie time and place above 
stated.

most deadly enemy jo society. The in- 
describably horrible murder iu one of 
these deadfalls iu San Francisco last 
week was unquestionably committed 
without malice. It was the outcome of 
rum, pure and simple, through the 
agency of the "Private Kntrance for 
Ladies," says the Kecord-Union. 


A woman represented to have been an 


exemplary wife and mother, puts her in- 
fant to bed, leaves her home and in a few 
hours is found in a "Private Room for 
Ladies," an annex to a saloon, dead, and 
evidently killed after a manner that can- 
not be mentioned. Her murderer is 
taken, covered with the woman's blood 
and maudlin drunk. That is all there is 
to it. There was no plot to kill, no ac- 
complice, except the "Private Entrance 
for Ladies"; no us*.1 of 
fin ordinary 


weapon, no apparent motive, such as 
usually actuates murderers. It was shu- 
V^y and only a murder by the "Private 


' trance for Ladies." 
But society licenses these hell holes; 


it takes toll upon the revenue they ex- 
tort through depraved tastes; society is, 
in short, in open and unblushing part- 
nership with the vilest and most dis- 
graceful means of gratifying low appe- 
tites. Society is particeps crimiuis in 
the murder of Mre. Griffes, and will con- 
tinue to be partner in all such crimes, as 
long as it declares the business of run- 
ning private entrances for ladies to dog- 
geries a legitimate business. 


It is replied, as it was in San Fran- 


cisco, when the proposition to forbid the 
keeping of these hell holes was nfoot, 
that in this broad land of liberty it is a 
lin man right to keep such places, of 
which the citizen cannot be lawfully de- 
prived. But that is a senseless plea. 
Organized society protects itself from 
danger in tlte storage of explosives; it 
rightly extends its arm to protect youth, 
and forbids the sale of liquor to minors 
under a certain age; it lawfully, and by 
virtue of the right of self-protection, pro- 
hibits the dispensing of poisons, the 
keeping of disorderly houses, and the 
disturbance of the rest of the people in 
the hours of rest. 


Society has the right to clear its skirts 


of further complicity in crime commit- 
ted in these saloon annexes by refusing 
to license them. The decent dealer in 
intoxicants wants no such supplemental 
aid to his business. He does not wish 
to be classed with the hell holes of which 
we speak; he demands thai discrimina 
tion be made in these matters, and i 
must be done, or state and municipal 
governments must continue to be shares 
in the crimes these low places nighth 
grind out of the grist that conies t< 
their infamous mills.

recently published through the Chicago 
Inter Ocean a long review of the exist- 
ing commercial depression, in which he 
offers tbe most rational explanation of 
the present condition of affairs which 
has yet appeared. 


Major Brock is not amoug the advo-

rivers and harbors, or $30,000,000 for 
shipa of war, or hundreds of millions for 
other purposes has, because these green- 
backs, treasury notes, etc., paid out for 
the purposes mentioned, are redeema- 
ble in gold or silver, sonic of them in 
gold only." 


The real cause of tlie flow of gold to 


Europe is declared to be due to the fact 
that Europe ia the creditor of the world 
aud the great collapse in Argentia anc 
Australia has caused the creditor coun- 
tries to call in their money. 
Moreover 


the stagnation of trade in South Amer- 
ica, and in many of the British colonies, 
has compelled European manufacturers 
and merchants to send the goods in- 
tended for those countries to the United 
States in order to find a market for 
them at any price. In consequence of 
this the United States market has been 
flooded with manufactured goods, thus 
causing a fall of prices here and an ex- 
port of gold.. This is a .caramon sense 
view of the situation based upon the 
facts of trade and affords a complete ex- 
planation of tho outflow of gold, which 
is more thau can be said of the theories 
of those who attribute it to some mys- 
terious operation of the Sherman Act. 


ALTHOUGH the experiment of state mo- 


nopoly of the liquor traffic is being tried 
'.a this country for the first time in 
South Carolina, it ia not by any means 
without ^precedent in Europe, where 
nearly every branch of trade has at 
some time or other been a government 
monopoly. It is not~ generally known, 
lowever, that our fellow republic of 
Switzerland haa within a few years 
)assed from one extreme to another in 
;he regulation of the -liquor trade, not 
chiefly with a view to revenue, but with 
he object of promoting public morality. 
The Swiss constitution of 3874 left tbe 
rade in alcohol to be conducted prac- 
ically without restraint. 
The effects 


of tliis policy—one that is sometimes 
advocated in the United States—were 
BO disastrous that after a few years it 
had to be abandoned. The consump- 
tion rose rapidly, and iu 1885 between 
four and five hundred millions of litres 
(a litre being equal to 3.76 pints, or 
nearly a quart) of strong drink were re- 
quired for a population under 3,000,000. 
The peasants distilled their own spirits 
from roots, and could manufacture a 
fiery, unrefined drink at a trifling cost. 
Intoxicating liquor could be obtained by 
the poorest in almost unlimited quanti- 
ties, and the amount of drunkenness 
•which resulted was appalling. In some 
places potato brandy was so common 
that mothers cave it to their little ones 
as an ordinary beverage. The physique 
of the people showed signs of general de- 
terioration, and the returns from prisons 
and lunatic asylums showed that the 
numbers brought there through alcohol 
were rapidly increasing. 


The.Swiss people became alarmed at 


crease iu the consumption of distillet 
liquors. Before the law came into fon- 
the average consumption of spirits wa 
U>a litres per head; now it is only eix 
This enormous reduction does not sho\ 
an equally great diminution in thedrinl 
ing habits of the people, for formerly a 
large amount of the home made spirits 
were smuggled into neighboring couu 
tries, and this smuggling trade has no\ 
almost entirely ceased. Vet after allow 
ing for this, the decrease has been ver 
great and the effects of tlie oionopol;

n quantity of contraband liquor to be 
brought into Switzerland, hut this fear 
has proved entirely groundless. Th 
latest annual report on the subject says 
"The smuggling into Switzerland sine 
the introduction of the monopoly is, ac 
cording to the unanimous opinion of tli 
customs officials, quite insignificant, anr 
in any case would not seriously affec 
tho results given, since it would be 
counterbalanced by the smuggling into 
other countries, still existing to a smal 
extent." The improvement, however 
will have to make still greater progres 
if Switzerland is to rank as a sobe 
country, for official figures show tha 
even now about C per cent of tho death 
among adults over 20 years of age ar 
due to alcoholism.

Yet if it is possible to ship thi 
fruit from Western "New York, a dis- 
tance of something like 3000 miles, an< 
deliver it at its destination in gooc 
shape, there ought certainly to bo nc 
difficulty in delivering California grape 
in the very Tjest order. It would cer 
taiiily pay our fruit growers and shipper 
to look into tliis matter a little and see i 
a market cannot be developed in tli 
northwest for a considerable quantity o 
fruit.

Heath, Bister of the defendant, sat by 
the side of the prisoner, and wore at- 
tentive listeners to the testimony.

Harry L. CooUdge, carpenter at the 


Curtis vineyard, said that he saw Heath 
and John Henry return to the Curtis 
vineyard with a four-horae team at 4 
o'clock on the afternoon of August 29th. 
Half an hour afterwards Heath went to 
Sanger in a buggy on an errand for Mr. 
Curtis and returned at 8 p. m. Gordon 
was at dinner with the rest of the men 
at about 6.30 o'clock, but Heath was 
not there. The witness saw Heath there 
until somewhere between 9 and 10 
o'clock. 
The Faicview vineyard is fourteen 


inilea from Fresno. The witness bad 
often made the trip, though not travel- 
ing in a hurry, from an hour and a quar- 
ter to an hour and a half. 


This evidence was introduced for the

Mr. Heath was standing at the head of 
the mules and they broke away from 
him. That waa about 9 o'clock in the 
evening.

POLICEMAN GRADY'S BCX. 


Ex-Policeman A. N. Grady was exam- 


He was on the 
night watch last August, and among his 
duties waa that of lighting and putting 
out the goa lamps in the streets. He 
was standing in front of the Park lodg- 
ing house on Mariposa street and heard 
three shots and some screams, and then 
two or three more shots, and ran to- 
wards the direction of tbe shooting. 
About fifteen or twenty minutes after- 
wards he returned to Yost's store, and 
while he waa standing there Sheriff 
Hensley came towards him from ont o! 
the park. Thoy conversed there about 
fifteen or twenty minutes.

Daly and Spea&e drove up to the Mon- 
arch saloon in a spring wagon. The 
witness and Hensley were about fifty 
feet away at the time. 
Seaward un- 


locked the door. They all seemed to 
have been drinking somewhat. One of 
the men was lying between the seats 
and Seaward said, "Get ont of here, you 
dirty

," and pulled him out 


of the wagon. They liad a sack with 
turkeys hi it. While the men were in 
tlie saloon Mr. Heniley left. One of the 
men got into the wagon and went away, 
and Grady went into tbte alley and got 


George Rupert was called in and was 


identified as tbe man who had made the 
$5000 remark. One of tbe men aaid that 
if Stilwell offered him $5000 he would 
put it in his pocket. It was all in a 
joke the witness explained. 


G. C. Bloor, the nest witness was 


with Policeman Johnston on J street, in 
front of Henry's livery stable, on the 
morning of the murder from 12 o'clock 
midnight until 12.30. 
While there he did not see any men 


enter Henry's livery stable, and he did 
not remember hearing any voices in the 
stable. He did .not see any light ht or 
put out at that time in Henry's stable. 
He did not eay anything to the witness 
about recognizing the voice of any per- 
son. Tie did not bear any one say 
"leave tbat gas out," or anything like it. 
He could not say whether the gates of 
the stable were open or shut, and he did 
not see tbe gates swung open on that oc- 
casion. He heard no rattling of buggy 
shafts. 


AS OttlECriONADLB QUESTION. 


"Did Mr. Stilwell or anybody connect- 


ed with the prosecution offer you money 
to testify in this case?" 


Mr. Johnson objected to the ques- 


tion on the ground that it was improper 
and insulting to the prosecution. 
Sir. Deuprey saiu that he excepted 


the counsel for the prosecution. 


Mr. Johnson vent on: "If there is 


any human being in Fresno, no matter 
who, that will make that statement 
under oath to a justice of tbe peace, and 
tbe justice of the peace will issue a war- 
rant, and the district attorney's office 
will heln prosecute, my feeble efforts 
will be "given voluntarily to prosecute 
him.

HEATH'S WftlTTEN STATEMENT 


It 1* Modified by the Verbal State- 


ment of James A. 


Ward. 


The proceedings iu the Heath trial 


yesterday were marked by quietness ami 
good order, the attorneys being in gentle 
mood. 


There was nothing very startling in 


the evidence, Mr. Stilwell'a cross-ex- 
amination having been completed bv 
noon M'ithout having lessened the effect 
of his evidence. 


In the afternoon there was a large at- 


tendance of ladies without babies, but 
no exciting scenes occurred to amuse 
them. Mrs. Clara Foltr, a lady attorney 
from San Francisco, was present for a 
short time. 


The defense will present its opening 


statement this morning through Keel 
B. Terry, and it is expected that it con- 
tains the chief characteristic of a Chili 
Colorado. 


Charles J. Stilwell waa recalled and 


was asked hy Mr. Footo whether he 
could give any other name under which 
he had worked. He replied that he could 
not, but that in the Eruncr matter he 
had used the name of Stooley instead of 
that of StoweH as he had testified on 
the day before. 


The witness was asked whether the 


decoy letter1 *n Policy had uot been writ- 
ten by Crittenden Thornton and whether 
the letter was not signed Richard S. 
Heath instead of Dick and he replied 
that he did not know who wrote tho 
letter, and that it was his impression 
that it TVOS signed Diet. 


"Don't vou know that you went up t<i 


Hensley, knowing him to'be ex-sheriff of 
this county, and suspecting him you gave 
him a false name?" asked Mr. Foote. 


"Suspected him of what?" asked the 


witness sharply, 


"Of bad faith," resumed Mr. Foote. 
The witness replied that ho knew that 


ex-Sheriff. Henaley had some informa- 
tion regarding the murder that might be 
of value to the witness and he went to 
Mr. Heiisley for that purpose. His im- 
pression was that he did not introduce 
himself to Hensley either by a fulse 
name or by any name at all.

A SERIOUS rBOPOSlTTOX. 


After this line of examination had 


been proceeded with for some time an 
objection was made, and Mr. Terry 
stated what the defense proposed to 
prove, namely: That most of the wit- 
nesses who told their stories on the 
stand had been furnished with concocted 
stories by Marion Childers and drilled 
by the witness on the stand. 


Mr. Johnson replied that Mr. Child- 


el's was not a witness for the prosecu- 
tion and the prosecution did not care 
anything about Guilders. If the defense 
desired to prove that Stilwell had en- 
gaged in a conspiracy against the de- 
fendant with Childers or anybody else, 
the door was wide open and the prose- 
cution would not raise a single objec- 
tion. But the method of proof essayed 
by the defense is different from the 
method as laid down by the law. Such 
a thing cannot be proved 011 cross-exam- 
ination. 


A HUNDRED DOLLAR REMARK. 


Mr. Terry—How can you prove a con- 


spiracy if an objection is sustained to 
every question asked by the defense. 


"Mr. Peterson," said Judge Holmes 


to the official shorthand reporter, ''read 
Mr.Terry's language." 


There, was a determined look on the 


Judge's face as lie said this that might 
have been significant ofxiT$lQO tine, but 
fortunately for Air. Terry Mr. Peterson 
had not taken down Mr. Terry's lan- 
guage. 


The court instructed the shorthand 


reporter to take down all side remarks 
of counsel hereafter.

The witness added that Policy went to 
jail at 'the invitation of Sheriff Scott 
and remained there of his own free will, 
Polley said that he had no home and no 
place for him to sleep, and that he had 
been sleeping in a barn. Stilwell told 
Sheriff Scott that as the man hod no 
place to live it would be well that he 
should .not get away. The witness did 
not prefer a charge of vagrancy against 
PoIIey, but he had heard that such a 
charge had been preferred. He might 
hare said to Policy that Heath and 
Polley were suspected of having mur- 
dered McWhirter. The witness was not 
certain that he had told Polley that he 
understood that thoy had gone to the 
McWhirter residence for the purpose of 
clubbing Baker. 


"Didn't you go into the jail with 


Tajanari for tlie purpose of identifying 
Heath, and did he not tell you that he 
could not identify Polley?" 


"No, sir." 
The witness said that he had half a 


dozen interviews with Polley, and that 
on the last interview Polley admitted 
that he waa in the Monarch saloon at 1 
o'clock on the inormng of the murder. 
Speaae and Seaward were present when 
Polley made that ttatement. 


"Didn't you curry a bottle of whialty 


into the jail and offer it to Policy?" 


"No sir. I never carried a bottle or a 


flask of whisky with me in my life. 1

James A. Ward swore that he was

At the lime of the inunbr 
and for some Ume subsequent thereto lu 
was a deputy constable, since the 
oTaml jury found tlie indictment tbe 
witness had been in the employ of the 
defense. 


On or about September 2J. of last 


year tbe witness and Detective Bury 
nnd na interview with Heath at the 
Fairview vineyard, on which occasion 
Heath signed a written statement which 
was witnessed by Ward and Bury, who 
appended their signatures to the docu- 
ment. The statement was handed to 
tho witness, who identified it. 


HEATH'S STATEMENT. 


It reads as follows: 
"Fairview vineyard, September 
2, 


1S92. Statement of Richard S. Heath. 


"I left the Faimew vineyard about 9 


or 10 a.m. on Sunday, August 28, 1892, 
in company with 
Andy Fritze, the 


paiuter. We loft the vineyard in- a 
four horse team with a load of hay and 
drove to Fresno and arrived there about 
12.30, and left the bay and the team at 
Simon Henry's livery stable. On leav- 
ing the stable I went down to Fred Kra- 
mer's saloon and saw Fred Kramer be- 
hind the bar. Stayed there about five 
minutes. Then went over to Chinatown 
and called at Too Lee'e store for the 
purpose of getting some Chinamen to 
pick grapes. Was there about fifteen 
minutes on this occasion, then returned 
to Henry's livery stable and remained 
there a few minutes. . During the after- 
noon 1 visited Greenebaum's store, the 
Grand Central Hotel, Harry Ruble's 
and other places. 
Towards evening, 


say between 5 and 6 o'clock, I was in 
company with Charles Bonner of the 
Locan vineyard.

Avo 
soft ice or ice that has been subjected 
excessive heat whilo under process 
manufacture. 


It sometimes presents a fine appea 


anco, but is nnhealthful. Ice roon tha 
three days old (thould not bo purchase, 
as it is liable to turn sour on your han 
and will have to bo thrown away. Aftc 
bavi.ig melted, ico loses many of its v 
Inea nnd ehould not bo used.

nlating around tho sun. But this hy- 
iothesis has never been supported. If 
ie corona were cliiefly dne to meteoric 
ust revolving around the sun, we should 
ertainly expect to see if: regular, anil 
otaa it generally appears, gapped, quad- 
lateral or four rayed, with immense 
ings or extensions. There seems, thcro- 
oro, to be no other inference possible 
ut that which telescopic scrutiny has 
ong suggested that tho corona is orig- 
nated and maintained by countless ejec- 
ons issuing from beneath and flung 
irongh tho photosphere by the sun's 
ertical or volcanic forces. 
If tho final study of the coronal photo- 


graphs obtained sustain this view, sci- 
nce will have at least a working hy- 
pothesis for tbo determination of tho 
yclical variations of eolar heat and the 
orrespondity; effects upon terrestrial 
emperatures and climates. Tho theory 
n question obviously opens np a new 


id fascinating inojiiry into the anoma- 
a of the earth's seasons which are duo 
o variations of solar activity. We seem 
o be thus happily led to the very thres- 
old of one of tho grandest discoveries of 
modern science, which, promises -when 
eveloped to yield a rich harvest of prac- 
tical results. 


Now that most numerous and perfect 


photographs of all the principal append- 
ages of the sun have beon secured in 
Chili and Africa, astronomers should 
_ ivo their best energies to the study of 
he data. No problem they can now at- 
ack can be of greater. interest or im- 
H)rtance to science and the world. — New 
t'ork Herald.

DIVORCE IN BURMAH.' 


An Original nnd ExliBostive Mfttliofl ol 


Settllnc Family Trembles. 


In Bunnah, as in civilized Europe, 


suspicion often disturbs the family circle, 
but instead oE filling lawyers' pockets 
and giving society papers highly spiced 
paragraphs the following effectual mode 
of divoreo procedure i9 adopted: The 
family relatives on both sides are called 
ill—even distant concilia living a long 
way off—nnduiany ore thelomj journeys 
made in jolting bullock carts, .ind many 
the animated discussions by the cigar 
puffiug circle of relatives squatted cere- 
moniously on the bamboo matted floors. 


If an amicable settlement cau be ob- 


tained thus—aud very difficult it ia to 
smooth down the quarrels, as a rule, for 
the Burmese ara a spirited race—the eld- 
ers or patriarchs of the village or dis- 
trict are called in, and after the circum- 
stances are eipl lined arbitrators are ap- 
pointed from among them, who proceed 
as follows: Two ,candles—wax if possi- 
ble, but generally rushlights—are select- 
ed of equal length and. thickness, and be- 
ing simultaneously lighted are placed on 
the table if the establishment boasts ol 
one; if not, on the floor. 


This is done with the greatest gravity, 


care being taken that neither party has 
any advantage over the other in the 
shape of drafts through the doors and 
crannies, and that all present are seated 
at sufficient distance to prevent theii 
breathing from affecting tho flame. The 
gradual burning down of the- flames is 
then watched with breathless and sol- 
emn silence, which culminates as one 01 
the other of these slowly burns down and 
splutters out its life in the waters of the 
basin in which it is fixed. 


A deep "Ah!" a gutteral sigh or relief, 


greets this termination, and if it bo the 
husband's candle that burns out first he 
and hia relatives walk slowly out of 
doors, solemnly and silently, leaving hia 
better half iu [wssesaion of the goods and 
chattels contained therein. If the wife's 
candle expires first, sho and hers do like- 
wise, aud with n small present to the 
judges and umpires tho divorce is com- 
pleted.—Chicago Herald.

THE REPRODUCTION OF THE OL(F 


OE WITT CLINTON DUE TO IT.

"The New York Central Railroad com- 


fttcy's reproduction of the first railroad 
train and locomotive ever run In New 
York state, a most, interesting and valu- 
able exhibit at the Chicago fair," said an 
»ld resident of Albany, "causes ine to 
wonder how uiauy of the officer* of that 
company know that if the disappearance 
of Morgan from Batavia C5 years ago 
bad not been attributed to murderous 
machinations of the Masonic fraternity, 
which resulted ia the great anti-Masonic 
excitement that spread throughout the 
country and became a sensational polit- 
ical factor, they would not have been 
able to make the reproduction, and the 
appearance of that curious railroad train 
and engine would never liave been known 
in accurate and pictorial representation. 


•'It was years before the discovery and 


practical introduction of that crude pred- 
ecessor of photography, the daguerreo- 
type, when the pioneer railroad train in 
this state was run, and as the future im- 
portance to history of the appearance of 
that train never occurred to those inter- 
ested in bringing it into existence the 
ffViil of no artist with hia pencil was 
brought into use to perpetuate it on 
paper. 
It happened that n. yonng man 


named Brown—William H. Brown ot 
Philadelphia—^ as in Albany on the day 
the train was run, Aug. 9,1631, and had 
been in the place several days. 


"He had a marvelous talent for cutting 


with a pair of scissors out of black paper 
lifelike profile portraits and accurate 
representations of buildings, machinery 
and even landscapes. 


"The remarkable part of this talent of 


his was his power to make a iterfectly 
exact portrait of persons daya nnd even 
weeks after having seen them but once, 
and that only casually on the street. 


"Ho had for Eometimomade si good liv- 


ing by tho cscrciso of his psculiar art. 
Thaddeus Stevens was at that time jnst 
beginning to make it reputation in poli- 
tics and had seized upon the auti-Masouio 
idea for use in Pennsylvania, as it had 
Iffieu so successfully worked by Thurlow 
Weed and his lieutenants in New York 
stato. Tho feelinjy waa growing in Penn- 
sylvania, and young Brown thought it 
would be a good stroke of business for 
him to go to Albany, have a look at 
Thurlow Weed and others, snip their 
likeness ont in ailhonetto, and besides 
getting a fee from them for the work 
duplicate the pictures for sale among 
the anti-Masonic enthusiasts in Pennsyl- 
vania aud elsewhere. 


"Ho went to Albany early in August, 


183!, and did a great deal more than get 
the portraits of Thurlow Weed. His 
wonderful work took the town by storm, 
and he waa kept busy from morning un- 
til night cutting the silhouette likenesses 
of people of all kinds, aeses and agej 
that flocked to his rooms. 
liis greatest artistic feat was the cut- 


ting in one large picture of tho famous 
Burgess corps entire, with staff and hand 
in full parade, each member's portrait 
being of Hurprising accuracy. This pic- 
ture is among the most precious relics in 
tho state library. 


"And so it happened that this unique 


young artist was in Albany on the day 
the quaint locomotive Do Witt Clinton, 
withitsequallyqnamtcoachea, was tobe 
run on its first trip over the Mohawk and 
Hudson railroadl 


"Ho waa one of the passengera on tha 


train, and when it returned to Albany 
he cut with hia scissors an exact picture 
of the locomotive and two of the coaches, 
making tbe portrait of David Matthew, 
tho engineer, and John T. Clark, tha con- 
ductor, on bis seat on the outside of tha 
front coach. 
"In that picture appear the likenesses 


of Thurlow Weed, ex-Governor Tales 
and other distinguished Albanians of 
that day, but neither Mr. Weed nor tho 
ex-governor was on the train. Without 
a thought of the future of that picture 
as a valuable contribution to history, 
the artist cut those portraits merely as 
an exercise of his skill in depicting a sub- 
ject from memory. He told me so him- 
self 40 years afterward. 


"While Artist Brown was iu Albany 


he concluded to go to Boston and Hart- 
ford to make some portraits and other 
cuttings with his marvelous scissors. 
While in Hartford he showed the picture 
he had made of the railroad train and

Advance In th* Tatue of Pictures. 


At tho salo of the art collection of the 


late ilme. Denain, once a famous actress 
of tho Theatre Francaia, a comparison of 
prices with those obtained at the auction 
of the Didier collection in 1868, from 
wliich most of the paintings, etc., 
brought to the hammer were derived, is 
most instructive as showing the wonder- 
ful variations in the value attached to 
masterpieces of art. Thus "The Fonr 
Seasons" (Prudhon) brought 80,000 
francs, against 33,500 francs in 1868; a 
portrait of Mme. de Sombreval and of 
her son (Nattier), 40,700 francs, against 
0,000 francs; a portrait of Rembrandt (by 
himself), 40,000 francs, against 4",000 
francs; "The Rainbow" (Th. Ronsseau), 
17,500 francs, against 4,700 francs; "A 
Rivcrsido View" (Bonington),. 17,500 
francs, against4,200 francs; "The Recon- 
ciliation" (Fragonard), 18,200 francs, 
against 1,450 francs; portrait of Mile, 
Olivier (Greuie), lfi.000 francs, against 
6,500 francs; portrait of a Monk Con- 
fessor (Rnbens), 12,800 francs, against 
2,000 franca; "A Forest Landscape" 
(Diaz), 12,500 francs, against3,000francs. 
On the other hand, A few works by 
Prudhon and Decamps were, knocked 
down at prices far below those obtained 
in 1868, and a portrait of a girl by Ve- 
lasquez, presumably his daughter, was 
sold for 10,000 francs, against 15,100 
francs at tho Didier sale.—London Tele- 
graph.

from a photograph of the silhouette pic- 
ture he had presented to the Connecticut 
Historical bociety. 
"He sent to the publisher of the litho- 


graph and procured a copy of it and was 
rejoiced to see an exact reproduction of 
Ms scissor* cutting of more than 80 years 
before. But the joy ho felt over a sight 
of the picture was scarcely as great as 
ihe inscription beneath it gave h\m.
